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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  EASTWOOD. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1952. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a continued  improvement  over  pre- 
vious years  and  compare  favourably  with  the  figures  for  England 
and  Wales. 

There  were  160  live  births,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  15.92.  It  is 
significant  that  after  the  years  1944-47,  during  which  there  was  a 
high  level  of  births,  the  Birth  Rate  for  1952  has  fallen  to  that  of 
1938.  This  reduction  of  the  Birth  Rate  is  partly  balanced  by  the 
great  improvement  which  has  occurred  in  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate.  In  1952  it  was  at  the  low  figure  of  18.75,  whereas  in  1938  it 
was  78.57.  In  other  words,  in  1938  one  baby  out  of  every  thirteen 
born  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  compared  with  the 
year  1952  when  one  baby  in  fifty-three  died  before  reaching  its 
first  birthday.  This  rate  at  which  infants  die  under  the  age  of  one 
year  is  recognised  as  being  a fine  index  to  the  general  well-being 
of  a community,  and  it  has  been  satisfactory  to  note  the  remark- 
able way  in  which  it  has  fallen  from  its  pre-war  level. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  District  was  88,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  8.76.  This  rate  has  shown  only  minor  variations 
since  pre-war  years.  But  a study  of  the  ages  at  which  death 
occurred  reveals  that  whereas  in  1952  5.7  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  in 
the  District  were  in  persons  under  the  age  of  45  years,  in  1939 
deaths  under  45  years  of  age  accounted  for  approximately  21.4 
per  cent,  of  the  total.  Generally,  therefore,  people  are  living 
longer  and  dying  at  higher  age  groups  than  ever  before.  This 
reduction  in  the  wastage  of  human  lives  at  a young  age  is  natur- 
ally a cause  of  great  satisfaction.  Yet  this  progress  has  brought 
with  it  new  problems  concerning  the  care  of  old  persons.  If  the 
present  trends  in  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  continue,  each  suc- 
ceeding year  will  make  more  urgent  the  need  to  provide  ade- 
quately for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  increasing  proportion 
of  aged  persons  in  the  community.  In  this  respect  it  is  appro- 
priate to  note  the  valuable  work  performed  by  the  Eastwood 
Urban  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  whose  formation 
was  supported  by  the  Council.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

Although  the  building  of  new  houses  in  the  district,  both  by 
the  Council  and  by  private  enterprise,  was  not  spectacular,  the 
addition  of  65  houses — representing  2.35%  of  all  houses  in  the 
district — is  a worthwhile  contribution  to  what  must  be  regarded 
as  the  most  important  of  present-day  needs.  Subsidence  follow- 
ing mining  operations  continues  to  influence  the  progress  of 
Council  house  building,  but  by  building  in  isolation  and  over 
areas  known  to  have  been  worked  the  effects  of  such  subsidence 
are  limited  as  far  as  possible.  The  total  number  of  post-war 
houses  built  by  the  Local  Authority  is  now  396,  and  42  by  private 
enterprise.  Together  with  the  pre-war  houses,  the  Council  now 
own  691  houses,  and  these  form  a very  substantial  proportion 
of  the  houses  in  the  area. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  families  still  remaining  on  the 
register  who  require  housing  accommodation  it  was  not  possible 
to  secure  the  removal  of  old  and  worn  out  properties  by  Clear- 
ance Order  procedure.  A few  houses  were  dealt  with  by  indi- 
vidual Demolition  Orders. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  approximately  seventy-five 
houses  belonging  to  the  National  Coal  Board  were  provided  with 
new  solid  fuel  cooking  ranges  and  domestic  hot  water  supplies, 
with  provision  for  the  installation  of  baths  at  some  future  date. 

Very  little  public  comment  has  been  made  in  connection 
with  the  introduction  of  the  new  Order  which  terminates  the 
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arrangements  by  which  loose  milk  may  be  retailed.  The  de- 
livery of  milk  to  householders  in  the  unopened  containers  in 
which  the  milk  is  placed  at  the  dairy  represents  a real  step  for- 
ward in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

The  effect  on  health  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  difficult  to 
estimate.  The  four-day  fog  in  London  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  did,  however,  bring  home  the  disastrous  consequences  that 
can  arise.  It  is  stated  that  the  emission  from  domestic  appli- 
ances is  responsible  for  one-half  of  the  total  smoke,  although  only 
consuming  one-sixth  to  one-fifth  of  the  total  coal.  The  need  for 
the  adequate  provision  of  smokeless  fuels  cannot  be  over  em- 
phasised and  the  cost  for  such  fuels  should  be  made  attractive 
to  those  who  would  otherwise  prefer  to  burn  raw  coal. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  continued  support 
and  interest,  and  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Perry  for  his  help  and 
co-operation,  also  to  my  colleagues  for  their  assistance.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 


Public  Health  Officers. 

A list  of  Public  Health  Officers  appears  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Uncksr  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  samples  and 
specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council,  and  the  Sub-Station  at  the  Council  Offices, 
Eastwood,  ensures  that  the  vehicle  is  readily  available  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district. 

The  ambulance  is  summoned  by  telephoning  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  Nottm.  88771,  and  in  the  event  of 
the  Eastwood  ambulance  not  being  available,  a vehicle  is  des- 
patched from  the  nearest  County  Station. 

The  service  is  free  and  all  urgent  calls  for  accident,  sudden 
illness  or  maternity  are  answered  without  question.  Non-urgent 
calls,  such  as  for  routine  hospital  attendance,  are  only  accepted  if 
supported!  by  a recommendation  from  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  hospital  doctor,  private  practitioner,  nurse,  midwife, 
dentist  or  other  responsible  person. 

Mortuary  Accommodation. 

The  Mortuary,  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices,  Church  Street,  Eastwood,  was  used  on  18  occasions,  as 
compared  with  22  for  the  previous  year.  Of  these  18  cases, 
11  related  to  persons  normally  resident  outside  the  Urban  District. 

Mortuary  facilities  serve  the  adjoining  Parishes  of  Brinsley, 
Greasley,  Awsworth,  Kimberley  and  Nuthall,  and  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council  of  Basford,  by  agreement,  are  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment of  fees  in  respect  of  persons  brought  from  their  district. 
These  fees  at  the  present  time  are  10/-  for  the  use  of  the  Mortuary 
with  an  additional  charge  of  10/-  where  a post  mortem  is  held. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Four  Queen’s  Nurses  reside  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of 
treating  non-infectious  cases.  Their  nursing  area  includes  the 
adjoining  parish  of  Greasley  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford. 

The  Nurses  operate  from  the  following  addresses: —

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Home  Help  Service. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to 
the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  aged,  mentally  defective,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Sunday,  and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work 
such  as  cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and 
shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness,  or  when  assisting  in  the  house- 
holds of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the 
above  duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be 
arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  9d.  per  hour  (increased  from 
2s.  6d.  on  9/2/1953),  but  where  the  applicant  is  unable  to  afford 
this  amount  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council,  and  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Council 
School,  Devonshire  Drive,  Eastwood: — 

Child  Welfare  Centre. — Weekly:  Thursday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. — Fortnightly:  Tuesday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

School  Clinic. — Twice  Weekly:  Tuesday,  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.;  Fri- 
day, 9.30  to  12  noon. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Notting- 
ham, Retford  and  Worksop. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and 
Nottingham. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  this  area,  but  hospitals  are 
available  at  Nottingham,  Heanor,  Ilkeston  and  Mansfield. 

Application  for  admission  to  general  hospitals  is  made  direct 
to  the  hospital  through  a doctor  or  other  responsible  person. 
Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  sanatoria  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Nottingham  and  District  Chest  Centre, 
Gregory  Boulevard,  Nottingham. 

There  are  no  maternity  homes  in  this  area.  At  Heanor  and 
Ilkeston  there  are  hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  In  cases  of 
Puerperal  complications  a consultant  service  is  available  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  The  Notting- 
ham General  Hospital  and  the  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women 
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have  facilities  for  admitting  complicated  maternity  cases,  and 
also  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  controls  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospitals  which  serve  this  area.  During  the  year  no 
difficulties  were  encountered  in  securing  the  hospitalization  of 
persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  only  two  cases  required  admission  to  the  Nottingham  City 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Lodge  Moor  Isolation  Hospital,  Sheffield,  has  been  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  to  serve  this  area  for  the  reception  of  cases 
of  smallpox. 


Health  Visitors. 

These  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  and  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  schools.  Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  and  special 
treatment  are  arranged  for  and  undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 

No  Health  Visitors  or  Special  Nurses  are  employed  or  sub- 
sidised by  the  Local  Authority. 


Midwifery  and  Midwifery  Services. 

These  Services  have  continued  to  be  administered  by  the  Not- 
tinghamshire County  Council  in  an  efficient  manner. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

The  District  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Eastwood  District  is  Mr. 
G.  H.  Long  — office  addresses:  12,  Derby  Road,  Eastwood  (Tele- 
phone No.  Langley  Mill  258),  and  66-68,  High  Street,  Hucknall 
(Telephone  No.  Hucknall  93).  Home  address:  35,  Grosvenor  Road. 
Eastwood  (Telephone  No.  Langley  Mill  442). 


Homes  for  the  Aged. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  placed  a duty  and  respon- 
sibility on  County  and  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential 
accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  infirmity 
or  other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is 
not  otherwise  available  to  them. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  responsibility,  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  have  provided  six  large  houses  and  four  more  are 
in  the  course  of  provision  as  follows: — 

Already  provided: 

1.  — “The  Old  Hall,”  Balderton,  to  accommodate  18  residents 
of  both  sexes. 

2.  — “Parkside,”  Worksop,  to  accommodate  27  residents  of 
both  sexes. 
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3.  — “Clayworth  Hall,”  Retford,  to  accommodate  18  residents 
of  both  sexes. 

4.  — “Oaklands,”  Retford,  to  accommodate  18  residents  of  both 
sexes. 

5.  — “Mount  Vernon,”  Retford,  to  accommodate  21  female 
residents. 

6.  — “The  Old  Vicarage,”  Southwell,  to  accommodate  19  resi- 
dents of  both  sexes. 

In  course  of  provision: 

Houses  at  Gedling,  Mansfield,  Ruddington  and  Southwell. 

The  homes  are  provided  for  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes, 
including  married  couples,  who,  on  account  of  advancing  years 
or  infirmity,  are  no  longer  able  to  fend  for  themselves,  such  as 
coping  with  the  present-day  rigours  of  shopping,  cooking  and 
other  domestic  duties  and  have  no  one  able  and  willing  to  look 
after  and  care  for  them.  The  Homes  are  not  intended  for  sick 
persons  who  need  constant  medical  attention  or  nursing  care, 
but  residents  suffering  from  minor  ailments  are  looked  after  as 
in  ordinary  households. 

A maximum  charge  of  £5  5s.  Od.  per  week  is  made  at  present, 
but  residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  amount  are  required 
to  pay  only  what  they  can  afford.  For  example,  a resident  whose 
only  income  is  a Retirement  Pension,  an  Old  Age  Pension,  or  a 
National  Assistance  Board  Allowance,  contributes  such  income, 
less  6s.  6d.  per  week  for  personal  spending. 


Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and 
Attention  (Section  47). 

Voluntary  admissions  to  hospital  were  arranged  for  two  aged 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  where  it  was  considered 
they  could  be  better  looked  after  away  from  home. 


Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead. 

The  Council  made  arrangements  for  the  burial  of  an  elderly 
woman  from  Eastwood  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  50  of  the  Act.

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  a piped  water  supply  provided 
by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Corporation,  and  throughout 
the  year  this  was  of  a good  quality  and  sufficient  in  volume  and 
pressure. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  or 
chemical  analysis,  and  the  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  a plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

Nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling-houses  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  mains,  and  only  three 
houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

Water  mains  were  extended  along  the  new  roads  forming  the 
third  part  of  the  Council’s  Church  View  Housing  Estate. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  three  small  low-lying 
areas,  near  the  south-west  boundary,  is  provided  with  sewers. 

New  sewers,  both  for  foul  and  surface  water,  were  laid  in  con- 
nection with  the  extension  of  the  Church  View  Housing  Estate  to 
link  up  with  Newthorpe  Common. 

Having  regard  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  certain  materials 
in  short  supply,  satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  connection  with 
the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Newthorpe. 

No  major  alterations  were  made  at  the  existing  Works 
throughout  the  period  under  review. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  under  the  control  of  the  joint 
Councils  of  Basford  and  Eastwood. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Nethergreen  Brook,  Beauvale  Brook  and  River  Erewash 
are  the  streams  running  through  and  on  the  boundary  of  the 
district. 

The  Trent  River  Board  is  now  the  responsible  authority, 
within  its  area,  for  the  prevention  of  river  pollution  and  other 
functions  conferred  upon  it  by  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Household  Refuse. 

The  collection  of  all  house  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained 
on  a once-weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  No  new  refuse  col 
lecting  vehicles  were  required  during  the  year,  the  two  Bedford 
vehicles  in  use  continuing  to  give  good  service. 

No  alterations  in  the  method  of  collection  took  place.  Trolleys 
are  used  to  convey  the  bins  from  the  houses  to  the  vehicle. 

The  procedure  for  securing  the  replacement  of  defective  bins 
was  not  changed,  the  Council  again  supplying  dustbins  upon 
charge  where  there  had  been  a failure  to  comply  with  Notices 
served  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Street  Cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  street  cleansing  throughout  the  district,  in- 
cluding the  County  roads,  was  carried  out  by  the  Lewin  Sweeper- 
Collector,  the  total  mileage  of  streets  swept  being  approximately 
791.  The  expenses  of  cleansing  Classified  Roads,  i.e.  highways 
maintained  by  the  County  Council,  are  shared  by  that  Authority. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Throughout  the  year  we  continued  to  use  the  land  at  Notting- 
ham Road  for  the  purpose  of  tipping  all  house  and  trade  refuse. 
The  contours  here  are  such  that  we  shall  be  able  to  tip  for  a few 
years  to  come,  and  on  completion  the  land  will  form  an  extension 
to  the  existing  sports  ground  and  a small  portion  will  be  used 
for  allotment  garden  purposes. 

The  levelling  and  consolidation  of  the  tip  was  carried  out  as 
hitherto  with  the  Aveling  Barford  Calfdozer,  but  as  this  machine 
had  completed  five  years’  work,  not  only  on  the  tip  but  on  housing 
estate  work,  the  Council,  after  attending  a demonstration,  ordered 
a new  Bristol  22  Angledozer,  together  with  a Conder  Scraper,  for 
delivery  during  1953. 

Salvage. 

Whilst  the  income  arising  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials 
was  considerably  less  than  that  obtained  during  the  previous  year, 
the  sum  of  approximately  £1,600  must  be  regarded  as  very  satis- 
factory. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  there  was  an  appreciable  fall  in  the 
price  for  waste  paper  beginning  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
towards  mid-year  there  was  no  demand  at  all  for  salvaged  paper. 
We  were  able  to  dispose  of  a reduced  quantity  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a contract  had  been  entered  into  with  the  merchants.  This 
disposal  difficulty  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  salvage  continued  as 
in  previous  years,  such  materials  being  collected  along  with  the 
house  refuse,  separate  collections  being  made  from  business 
premises.  One  whole-time  man  is  employed  at  the  Salvage  Depot 
to  deal  with  all  salvaged  materials,  additional  labour  being  made 
available  when  necessary  at  peak  periods. 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  collection 
of  kitchen  waste,  which  is  picked  up  twice  weekly  from  the  com- 
munal bins  placed  in  the  streets.  All  kitchen  waste  is  taken  to 
the  Nottingham  Corporation  for  processing. 
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SUMMARY  OF  SALVAGE  COLLECTED 
Years  1948  to  1952 
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The  Council  continued  their  Bonus  Scheme  to  the  men  en- 
gaged on  salvage  collection,  and  during  the  year  a total  of  £101 
was  paid.  Bonus  is  assessed  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  value 
of  salvage  sold  in  excess  of  six  tons  per  month. 

The  total  cost  of  Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  and  Salvage  for 
the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1953,  was  £4,084,  as  com- 
pared with  £2,239,  £3,920,  £4,069,  £2,277  and  £2,935  for  the  five 
years  immediately  preceding.

In 'general,  the  standard  maintained  by  the  shops  is  most 
satisfactory. 


Camping  Sites. 

No  formal  applications  for  licences  for  caravans  or  caravan 
sites  under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  were  received  during  the  period. 
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There  are  no  sites  licensed  within  the  area,  and  with  the 
exception  of  three  vans  subsequently  removed  after  informal 
action,  the  only  vans  stationed  temporarily  in  the  district  are 
those  used  in  connection  with  the  travelling  Fairs. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  smoke  from  indus- 
trial chimneys. 

Smoke  pollution  arising  from  domestic  sources  is,  unfortun- 
ately, on  the  increase.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage 
the  further  use  of  improved  solid  fuel  appliances,  and  smokeless 
fuel  should  be  made  available,  both  in  quantity  and  price,  attrac- 
tive to  the  consumer  to  offset  the  demand  for  raw  coal. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or 
pools  within  the  area,  though  these  facilities  are  available  in  the 
adjoining  Urban  District  of  Heanor. 

The  baths  known  as  Beggarlee  Pool  in  the  adjoining  Parish 
of  Greasley,  which  previously  served  a considerable  portion  of  the 
Eastwood  District,  still  remained  closed  owing  to  the  unsuitability 
of  the  water  supply  and  the  absence  of  any  provision  for  its 
purification. 

The  Governors  of  the  Eastwood  Lads’  Club,  who  control  this 
Pool,  are  anxious  to  re-open  it.  Whilst  the  Council  have  indicated 
their  willingness  to  assist  in  its  re-organisation  and  improvement, 
no  decision  regarding  its  future  was  reached  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  in  a Council  house  was  satis- 
factorily dealt  with  by  the  use  of  Zaldecide  and  D.D.T.  No  cases  of 
infestation  in  non-Council  houses  were  reported  during  the  period. 

Rodent  Control— Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Two  treatments  of  the  sewers  for  the  purpose  of  rat  destruc- 
tion were  carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  The  offer  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Rodent  Operators  engaged  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries  was  accepted  for  the  pre-baiting  and  poisoning 
of  rats  in  sewers.  The  poisons  used  were  Arsenic  and  Zinc  Phos- 
phide, with  pre-baits  of  bread  mash  and  sausage  rusk,  and  a new 
poison — “Warfarin” — was  also  used. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  at  thirteen  establishments  fol- 
lowing inspections  of  domestic  and  industrial  premises.  The  refuse 
tips  used  by  the  Council  have  also  been  treated  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Schools. 

The  arrangements  for  the  immediate  notification  to  the  head 
teachers  of  infectious  disease  and  contacts  have  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years. 
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HOUSING. 


The  number  of  new  houses  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year  was  65.  These  were  of  the  permanent  type  and  44  were 
built  by  the  Local  Authority.  A further  58  houses  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Licences  were  issued  to  private 
enterprise  for  the  erection  of  forty  houses,  thirty-six  of  which 
were  commenced  and  eleven  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
Four  building  contractors  were  engaged  on  the  construction  of 
houses  on  the  Council’s  Church  View  Estate. 

No  applications  for  grant-aid  in  connection  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  were  received. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
one  Closing  Order  under  Section  12  and  six  individual  Demolition 
Orders  under  Section  11  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  persons  re-housed  in  new  houses  pro- 
vided by  the  Local  Authority  was  144.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  the  Ministry  of 
Food  made  an  Order  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November, 
1952,  specifying  areas  within  which  milk  sold  by  retail  must  con- 
form with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation  > 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1950,  or  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations.  1949-1950. 
Eastwood  has  been  included  in  such  an  area,  and  accordingly  all 
milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  specially  designated  milk,  that  is, 
“Sterilised,”  “Pasteurised,”  ‘Tuberculin  Tested”  or,  until  the  30th 
September,  1954.  “Accredited”  milk  from  a single  herd. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  licences  had  been 
issued. 

1 Dealer’s  Licence  authorising  the  use  of  the  special 
designation  “Tuberculin  Tested.” 

1 Dealers  Licence  authorising  the  use  of  the  special 
designation  “Pasteurised.”

Milk  sampling  is  regularly  earned  out  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil, and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Gregory.  Chief  Inspector,  for  the 
following  information: — 

Two  hundred  and  eight  samples  of  raw  milk  were  purchased 
for  examination  and  analysis.  One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  were 
found  to  be  genuine  and  twenty-one  were  adulterated  or  sub- 
standard. Twelve  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  deficient  due 
to  natural  causes.  The  nine  remaining  were  from  the  milk  of  one 
outside  producer,  and  as  a lesult  proceedings  were  instituted  and 
a fine  of  £51  9s.  0d..  including  costs,  was  imposed. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  Heat-treated  milk 
were  obtained  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations.  1949-1950,  and  all  complied  with  the  prescribed  tests. 

Ice-Cream. 

During  the  year  three  registrations  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream 
were  issued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-five 
dealers  and  one  manufacturer  on  the  register.  The  registration  of 
such  premises  is  usually  made  subject  to  the  ice-cream  being  pre- 
packed or  wrapped,  and  a satisfactory  standard  is  thereby  main- 
tained. 

Three  samples  were  obtained  by  the  County  Sampling  Officer 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  and  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Slaughter-Houses, 

One  slaughter-house  is  licensed  annually,  and  under  the  “Self 
Suppliers  of  Pigs  Scheme”  two  slaughter-houses  were  also  licensed. 

There  aie  no  knackers’  yards  or  public  slaughter-houses  in  the 
district.

A sample  of  Pork  Sausage  on  analysis  was  found  to  be  slightly 
deficient  in  meat  content,  and  as  a result  a caution  was  adminis- 
tered. 

Premises  where  food  is  stored  or  prepared  for  sale  are  visited 
from  time  to  time,  but  no  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were 
discovered.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1936,  Section  15  — Byelaws. 

These  Byelaws  relate  to  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrap- 
ping and  delivery  of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air. 

The  use  of  the  open  Market  Place  for  the  sale  of  food  and 
other  commodities  has  been  discontinued  for  some  time. 

There  are  eight  vehicles  used  as  travelling  shops  in  the  district 
retailing  meat,  greengrocery  and  general  grocery.  No  contraven- 
tions of  the  Byelaws  were  observed  and  no  occasion  arose  when 
action  was  necessary. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  improvement  in  the  display  of 
perishable  food-stuffs,  increasing  use  being  made  of  enclosed  con- 
tainers with  thermostatic  temperature  control. 


Food  Poisoning. 

No  notifications  were  received  throughout  the  year. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a neighbouring 
area  arising  from  food  prepared  by  a catering  establishment  in 
this  district.  Following  investigation  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  roast  chicken,  it  was  decided  that  the  chicken  was  the  food- 
stuff responsible  for  the  poisoning.  This  case  illustrated  the  risk 
associated  with  pre-cooking  of  food-stuffs  and  subsequent  storage 
in  a warm  atmosphere  prior  to  consumption.

This  is  also  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  and 
during  the  year  63  persons  were  vaccinated,  54  of  whom  were 
children. 


Measles. 

During  the  year  24  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  311  in  the  preceding  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Thirty-two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  45  in  1951. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  23,  44,  27,  10  and  4 
in  the  five  years  immediately  preceding.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
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Acute  Poiioniyeiitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  com 
pared  with  0,  1,  0,  0 and  4 for  the  previous  five  years. 


Pneumonia. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year,  and 
one  proved  fatal. 


Tuberculosis. 

Fourteen  cases  of  all  forms  of  this  disease  were  added  to  the 
District  Register  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  9,  12,  18,  10  and 
10  during  the  preceding  five  years.
